This move was decided -upon at a 
meeting betwéen the Saanich Council 
Esquimalt 
Counce}! last night at Royal Oak. ‘The 
Government has offered to’ pay $1,000 


toward. the ‘work, and each of the |’ 


municipalities will spend $500, The 
repairs will be done ‘by Esquimalt, 
under the joint supervision of thé two 
municipal engineers. ‘Workmen from 
both manicipalities will be engaged. 

The-joint report.of the two engin- 
eérs makes it plain that the present 
structure, no mattér what repairs are 
carried out, will be unfit for general, 
unregulated traffic. 


The Esquimalt, deputation, consist- 
‘ing of Reeve Lockley, Codneillor Bri- 
die and Engineer Bourne, opéned the 
discussion on the bridge question. 

Reeve Lockley stated that as the 
Hudson’s Bay Co..was a heavy tax- 
payer in Esquimalt, the municipality 
Was anxious to have the bridge ‘open 
.to traffic for the anniversary cele- 
bration on May 24. He suggested 
temporary repairs for the Summer. 

Councillor Dooley was hot after the 
Government for handing. the bridge 
to the taxpayers of Esquimalt and 
Saanich. He was in favor of repudi-° 
ating the whole thing. 

Reeve ‘Watson did not see the need 
of a bridge at that point for the car- 
rying of heavy traffic, in view of the 
Point Ellice Bridge and the Johnson 
Street Bridge, which is yet to be con- 
structed; Councillor Clark agreed: 
with him. 

A letter was read from the Min- 
ister of Public Works stating that the 
Government would give $1,000 toward 
the repairing of the bridge, providing 
that the work be done “expeditiously 
and the Government will not be 
called upon for further ald. . 

It was finally decided to spend the 
Government's $7000 to which each 
‘municipality would add $500. Reeve 
Lockley wanted the work ‘done by 
contract, but the Saanich Coundillors 
Objected. It was finally decided that 
Esquimalt should do the work under 
the joint supervision of the two en- 
gineers, with workmen. from both 
municipalities.

VERDIT OF GUILTY 
ON SECOND COUNT 


Robert Udell, ‘Assailant of | 
Bianco’s Mate, Convicted by | 
Jury. on Lesser of Two 
Charges ‘Against Him 


A verdict of guilty on the se 
count of the indictment sauiedt 
Robert Udell, boatswain of the Bi- 
anca, charged on two counts, . the 
first of attempted murder; the second 
of wounding with intent. to do griev- 
ous bodily harm to Aubrey William 
Davis, mate of the Vessel, was re- 
turned by the jury before which thd 
case Was tried yesterday at the As- 
sizes.

Mrs. Ward became first introduced 
to Oxford—a place which had a per; 
manent’ influence over her—when shé 
was 17 or thereabouts, and, young as 
shé was,’ s0gn became a close friend, 
among others, of Mark Pattison, Rec- 
tor of Lincoln, and of Mys. Pattison. 
On the Rector’s advice she decided to 
work at Spanish and read accordingly 
in the Bodleian. She acquired a real 
mastery_of_hersubject,.and was later 
more than once am examinér in Span- 
ish for the Taylorian Scholarship. She 
has left_a good agcount of the Oxford 
society of those days, of the circle in 
which the Pattisona lived; of dis- 
‘tinguished. visitors like George Eliot, 
Lewes, and ‘Taine; of the leaders of 
yarlous schools of theological and 
political thought, Jowett, T. H. Green, 
Mandell Creighton, J. R. Green, 
Stubbs, ‘and others too numerous to 
mention with whom she came in con- § 
tact; it wae a society of stronger likes 
and dislikes, perhaps, t now, and 
the atmosphere was tu of con- 
troversy. In 1872 she married Mr. T. 
Humphry Ward,’ who wae at that 
-timie Fellow and tutor of Brasenose; 
and she thus became one of the first 
ladiea@ to be attached, by virtue of 
marriage, to a college. It.was a 
. period of trangition alike socially and 
intellectually. 


I see; in memory (she wrote lately), 
the small Oxford rotdm, as it was on 

a Winter evening, between nine and 
midnight, my husband in one corner 
preparing his. college lectures, or 

a “Saturday. middie;". my 

bookg and I in another; the readipg- 
lamp, always to me a aymbol of peace 
and “recollection;" the Oxford quiet 
outside: And yet, it was not so trat- 
quil. a’ it looked. Vor beating round 
Us all the time were the spiritual 
winds of an agitated day. The Ox- 
t ford of thought. was not quiet; it was 
divided, as I have shown, by sharper 
antagonisms and deeper feuds thah 
eXist today. Darwinism. was pepetrat- 
ing everywhere; Pusey was preaching 
against ite effects on belief; Balliol 
stood for; an unfettered history and 
criticism, Christ Church for authority 
and creeds; Renan’s “Origines” were 
still coming out, Strauss’s last . bédok 
also; my uncle,was publishing “God 
and the Bible” in succession to **Liter- 
ature and Dogma;” and “Supernatural 
Religion” was making no amall stir. 
And meatiwhile what began to in- 
terest and absorb ‘me were sources— 
testimony. To what—to, whom—did 
it all go back?—thie great story of 
early civilization, early religion, 
which modern men could write and 
interpret po differently? 
. Mr. and Mrs. Ward continued to 
reside in Oxford until 1880, when 
they settled in London; and in 1881 
her first novel—if such it 
called—"Milly and Olly,” 


contributed excellent articles, marked 
for historical re- 
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réaders | strong if diverse i 
denouncing it as an abeurd libel 
on English Catholic life; others: can- 
vinced of the accuracy, of the. por- 
traiture; all agreeing as to the skill 
of the workmanship. In her later 
novels there is an unconscious imi- 
tation of other. manners than thoése 
most natural to her: As inspiration 
declined, her technique improved, and 


without success, to get the 

others less earnest and intense than 
_her first admirers, Byt excérpts from 
Blue-books did ‘not produce true, rgal- 
ism, and clever sketches of thialy-

She suffered from the pitiless con+

Social Work 


To enumerate or describe their 
books is to-tell the full life-story of 
moat novelists. -Not so with Mrs. 
Ward. She lived a rich and full life 
outeide ber hooks. She loved so- 
elety, and she was a pioneer in work 
which kreatly benefited her genera- 
tion. She opposed stoutly (woman 
suffrage, and during the. ‘long con- 
trdversy before the war spoke and 
wrote againet it ‘with logic and con- 
viction, She was, in fact, its most 
résolute and formidable opponent, 
and accepted, when the time came, 
her defeat with the dignity with 
which she had thranghout sustained 
her argument. Over thjs agitating 
subject she made no weed Be 
her public spirit received { 
when she was appointed by _ tect 

Chancellor to be-one, of the first 
women magistrates, and invited. by 
him to serve on the advisory com- 
mittee appointed. to draw up the first 
lists of women magistrates. By the 
establishment of children’s play cen- 
tres, she di@ much hard pioneer work 
for their welfare: ‘The Passmore 
Edwards Settlement was also of her 
foundation. Her house in London 
and her retreat in the country, “The 
Stocks,” were for many years fgath- 
ering places of mach that was beat. 
‘and most living in Engignd. She 
had her reward in maty friendships. 
Her work in the war, not confined 
to. her powerful plea, “Bngland’s 
Bffort,” won for her the gratitude of 
many here and in America, An ex- 
cellent woman of business, she was 
a refutation of the fallacy that lit- 
erary aptitude is - incompatible with 
practical ability. It ia the close of 
a ife rich, varied, and many-alded, 
which we chronicle. Only the day 
before she died she received ari in- 
timation from the University of Bd- 
inburgh that the @egree of LL.D. 
had been conferred upon her.
